Settlement of 
Farm Areas 


Need For Better Planning and a Con- 
structive Policy in Regard to 
Colonization 


in the agricultural areas of Canada 
there is a crying need for a construc 
tive policy, to énable colonization to 
be carried on under conditions which 
will produce greater stability and en 
sure permanent settlement. There is 
gerieral atreement that the present 
methods are tor satisfactory, and that 
the system of land division is partly 
responsible for the failure. Many di, 
ferent reforms have been suggested. 
and have sufficient plausibility to be 
worthy of being enquired into We 
nee rural planning as well as town 
planning 

The need for reform nas been em 
phasized as a result of discussion of 
the problems likely to arise in con 
nection with returned soldiers. These 
inen will want to earn a lielihood, and 
it has been suggested that many will 
desire to turn to farming for that pur 
pose. If that desire should exist to any 
great extent, do we regard ourselves 
as being prepared to cope with ic? In 
the old country they are cons.dering 
achemes to develop small helding 
for returned soldiers, but, if men whe 
return from war want to ret back to 
the land, is fc not likely that Canada 
can offer better attractions than any) ji 
other country. if we have the rich 
system to make the most of the nat 
ural advantages we possess”? If, with 
the return of peace, there is to be a 
great demand for land w: not only 
need to have the supply to meet that 
demand put the right conditions to or- 
ganize and distribute the supply. This 
is a problem which is closely c@mnect 
ed with town development, but it ‘s 
also a problem which involves a cer 
tain amount cf replanning of the agri- 
cultural areas themselves. Many a 
ple, including those accustomed 
living in rural districts all their ‘vee, 
crave the social attractions of the 
towns. A factor which induces peo- 
ple who are habituated to rural cond! 
tions to migrate to the towns will be 
present in a stronger degree in con- 
nection with attemp‘s to settle men 
who, like returning soldiers, have en 
joyed the intercourse and facilities of 
town life. Such men are not likely 
to take kindiy to living on isolatel 
farms in districts remote from popu 
lated centres. 

What is likely to be needed is the 
establishment of a few well-plaineu 
agriculturalcolonies on good and acces 
sible land. They must be planned in 
such a way that there will not be an 
entire absenc> ef facilities, for social 
intercourse, co-operation, transporta- 
tion and ready ‘neans of marketins. 
All these things are necessary in com- 
bination to make farming pay, and, 
unless we can make farming pay, we 
cannot solve the problem of rural de- 
pression. Consideration will have to 
be given to the provision of capital, 
the training of inexperienced men, the 
selection of cuitable areas, and the 
proper planning of agriculturdl col- 
onies. 

In properly organized . agricultural 
colonies, such as those which exist in 
Belgium and Hlolland, it is essential 
to have indoor rural industries situat- 
ed in the village centres, and sich in- 
dustries could provide employment 
for Many men who are unsuited or 
unwilling to take up agricultural 
work. The establishment of rural in- 
dustries in Canada is a matter whieh 
might very well receive encourage- 
ment, apart from the question of pro- 
viding for returned soldiers, with a 
view of increasing the number of small 
villages and towns, rather than, as in 
the past, to provide attractions for 
them to congregate in large ciiies. 
The more widespread the pop iatio: 
is the more healthy it will be, and th 
more it will help to solve many pro) 
lems which have been created by our 
having thinly scattered = agricultura! 
population or the one hand and over 
crowded cities on the other. The prob- 
lem of providing for the returning 
soldiers and for the anticipated in

(London News and Leader) 
The ,protracted: but unslacken- 
ing struggle at Verdun provokes 
an insistent question. hat is 
the meaning of Germany’s infat- 
uated and costly persistence in 
an endeavor now manifestly hope- 
less ? There is only one expl..na- 
tion that really explains, and 
that is that the kaiser cannot 
afford to desist from the attack 
at Verdun. He has got the wolf 
by the ears, and while his 
strength is being drained by 
holding on, the has convincing 
reasons for not letting go. For 
there can for the Germans be no 
question of abandoning Verdun 
and crying ‘honors even, They 


must capture the position or 
confess defeat. And .the conse- 
quences of that confession will 


be felt not in their tranches or 
advanced bases but in Germany 
itself, already racked and torn 
by the war, among the hesitat- 
ing and dissatisfied allies in the 
east, and among the neutrals 
whose goodwill Germany, despite 
the flagrant exhibitions of her 
disregard for their interests, is 
clearly anxious to retain. The 
key to the whole tion, ac- 
cording to every indication, is 
suggested by a sentence in a 
message published yesterday from 
our special correspondent at 
Athens. Deep disannointment at 
the cheal: at Verdun, he wrote, 
was being felt throughout Bul- 
garia, whose people ‘had been 
assured of an early victory. 
Bulgaria is not the only nation 
that has been assured of a Ger- 
man victory at Verdun, and her 
disillusionment is a, measure of 
the estimates of the German 
prospects taking shape at Berlin 
and Dresden and ‘Munich, at 
Bucharest and Athens and Con- 
stantinople and Vienna, ta say 
nothing of New York and Stock 
holm and The Hague.

Are From Regions invaded by Ger 
mans or Exposed to Attack 


The Petrograd correspondent of ths 
Morning Chronicle tells of present’ 
conditions in the interfor of Russia. 
After describing his journey through
